2. Claim 32 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by Hench et al. 
Hench et al. disclose a sol-gel, bioglass composition for filling in defects (see Abstract; 

col. 8, lines 22-33; claims). The instant claim is therefore clearly anticipated by Hench et al.
